“I think it necessary, before statin g 
the purposes and desires of the federal 
executive, to refer to certain points in 
the flrat portion of your nqte which 
are subject to ratification in order to 
reconcile the essential object» of the 
note w ith the circum stances of- the-case. 


“The argum ent w hich th e Vepexuela 
governm ent recited in it» ;c 0innnlnica- 
tton of M ay 9. in .which e^cepti6n w as 
taken to all the doctrines set.fo rth - in 


the preceding correspondence issued in 
the said' note as tire only argum ent of 
the 
V enezuelan 
governm ent 
against 
diplom atic interference in m atters of a 
certain n atu re w ithin this note. As in 
the m em orandum of March, 1901, this 
argum ent is based upon the highest 
principles of international law. 


"The 
Venezuelan 
governm ent 
per­ 
ceives w ith the utm ost sui-prise th a t 
you attrib u te to it a desire to consider 
this point only in the light of interior 
legislation. 
By citing in our note of 
May 9 of this year, the 20th article of the 
treaty of ¡unity, commerce and naviga­ 
tion between th f Germ an governm ent 
and the republic of Colombia of the.23ril 
of July, 1892, our only desire was to add 
another proof to those already brought 
forw ard with regard to the assent of 
the im perial governm ent to this samd 
doctrine as m aintained by Venezuela. 
C ertain cases are now cited which are 
precedents to enter Into diplom atic re­ 
lations to effect a settlem ent. 
These 
cases explain them selves. The paym ent 
of certain credits 
relating to 
remote 
epochs were adjusted w ith Franco and 
the doctrine m aintained by Venezuela 
was then respected. 


"In the convention 
concluded with 
Spain in ISflS there 
appear 
circum ­ 
stances analogous to those which de­ 
term ined w hat you'* yourself call 
the 
agreem ent of the sixth of F ebruary. 
1896. between the G erm an m inister a t 
C aracas and the V enezuelan m inister 
of finance. 
The said agreem ent re­ 
ferred to claim s which previously bad 
been classified by the proper junta, 
and in this agreem ent the validity oi 
the executive decree which provided 
regulations for the 
exam ination and 
paym ent of said claim s is recognized 
and said claim s were satisfied in ac­ 
cordance w ith the law on the subject. 


“Your observation

regard to 
the strict lim itation of tim e in which the

‘The Venezuelan governm ent is u n ­ 
able to discover in its correspondence 
a single sentence offensive in tone. The 
desire of this 
governm ent, notw ith­ 
standing the fact th a t throughout the 
correspondence it has noted the expres­ 
sion of opinions little friendly to this 
republic, is to ascertain 
which sen ­ 
tences contain the slightest offense to 
the im perial governm ent in order to 
explain the sam e w ith the utm ost cour­ 
tesy. 


"W ith regard to the publication of 
the note of M arch 8, 1901. m arked ‘Con­ 
fidential:’ 
This note lost its confiden­ 
tial character through the publication 
of a m em orandum by the G erm an am ­ 
bassador to the U nited States in which 
w as incorporated the note in question. 
The Venezuelan governm ent is also su r­ 
prised a t the assertion th a t its m emo­ 
randum of A ugust 12 was conceived in 
offensive 
term s. 
The 
governm ent 
thinks it can be seen th a t the said 
docum ent contains only a sum m ary of 
the opinions expressed by the Germ an 
am bassador to the U nited S tates w ith 
a consequent defense m ade in a stric t­ 
ly judicial m anner and in the m oder­ 
ate tone which Is our legitim ate right. 


"The 
im perial 
governm ent 
desires 
th a t the governm ent of V enezuela im ­ 
m ediately satisfy the claim s of Ger­ 
m an subjects arising from 
the

w ar and 
th a t the other 
m atters

BRITISH SLOOP OF WAR 


IS HOPELESSLY AGROUND.

Port of Spain, Dec. 20. — The British 
sloop of w ar Faiuom e, which was sent 
to command the entrance to the Ori­ 
noco. is bat'd a g t'ijn d near B arra near, 
on the left bank of the river, and 120 
miles southw est of Trinidad.

Steam ers will leave 
this afternoon w ith further assistance, 
and if this fails, the Fantom e will re­ 
m ain aground for some months, as the 
Orinoco river is falling fast. 


IN SLAVERY DAYS. 


Exciting Times in Aiding and Pursu­ 
ing Runaways in Philadelphia. 


All through the ante-bellum decade 
southern search officers and profession­ 
al negro hunters were to be seen in 
Philadelphia. The abounding pathos of 
the struggles tow ard freedom was quite 
often relieved by the ludicrous. As the 
blood of the m artyrs Is the seed of the 
church, so the bloody capture of fugi- 
tice slaves a t C hristiana, in Lancaster 
county, Pennsylvania, in 1S51. gave the 
greatest stim ulus to the development 
of the “underground railroad.” As the 
slaveholders ostentatiously viewed their 
slaves as chattels, so, too. there was a 
palpable irony In shipping some of them 
to the north in closely bound packages, 
like so much merchandise. Several ne­ 
groes thus escaped from slavery were 
taken from their portable prisons in this 
city and expedited by various m eans 
and way« to Canada.

crumbs and one-half pound of flour in 
a pan with the suet. To six well-beaten 
eggs add a coffee cup of milk and pour 
Into the dish containing the crumbs and 
suet. Beat this long and well, both be­ 
fore and after adding the fruit. To the 
raisins and currants add a quarter of a 
pound of candied orange and lemon peel 
cut fine, and season with one teaspoon- 
ful each of cinnamon and ginger, one 
grated nutmeg and a little salt. Tie in 
a cloth, allowing room to swell. Thick 
cream, whipped and sweetened, makes 
an ideal sauce, but any of the foamy 
vanilla sauces are nice with this pud­ 
ding.

One likes to try new' dainties as a 
surprise at holiday time. 
So hert-’s a 
recipe for Victoria fritters. 
They are 
made of rich 
preserved 
peaches 
in 
halv'/s. 
Drain the syrup from them, 
and dip in a batter of one egg, on£ ;cup 
of flour, two level teaspoons baking 
powder, three tablespoons of sugar and 
a little salt. 
Mix these with one-third 
of a cup of milk. Fry in deep fa t and 
serve at once. 
Pineapple m ay be n®-5d 
Instead of the peach filling. 
Fritters 
without fruit are very good with maple 
syrup. Do not attem pt to fry m any at 
a time.

An old fashioned fruit cake calls for 
two pounds of sweet M alaga' raisins, 
seeded; two pounds 6f currants, care­ 
fully cleaned; 12 eggs, one pound of 
brown sugar, one pound of butter, one- 
fourth of a pound of 
candled 
lemon 
peel, one-fourth of a pound of citron, 
one-fourth 
of a 
pound 
of 
candied 
orange peel, one nutmee-, one teaspoon- 
ful oi cloves, one tablespoonful of all­ 
spice, one tablespoonful of cinnamon, 
one. pound of flour. 
Cream the butter 
and sugar, add the yolks of the eggs, 
well beaten, and the whites, whipped to 
a stiff froth. After this, mix the flour, 
sifted, with the fruit and spices, and 
stir thoroughly. 
Bake the cake’ in a 
slow oven for three and a lntlf hours. 
P u t a pan of hot water on the grate of 
the ov$n if it is too 
hot.

scorches easily: therefore, It Is best to 
place an asbestos mat under It. A gill 
of brandy and of Jamaica rum are usu­ 
ally addet} to this cake for flavoring.

Let this dry for two hours 
longer, when the cake m ay be covered 
with a decorative icing, put on with 
faijcy tubes. Fruit cake should always 
be heavily iced.

Orange Fanchonettes—Beat the yolks 
of two eggs with h alf a cup of sugar. 
Mix a tablespoonful of flour with 
tablespoon of corn starch in a little 
cold milk. Put in a double boiler a lit­ 
tle more than a pint of milk, and when 
scalding hot thicken w ith the fjour and 
corn starch. Add yolks and sugar, stir 
for a few minutes, remove from the 
fire and flavor with orange extract. 
Fill small, rich tart shells, heap with a 
meringue and brown slightly.

H is first etchings were pub­ 
lished in 1845. but the bulk of his work 
was done between 1858 and 1885. during 
which years he signed nearly 200 plates, 
m any of them requiring weeks of labor. 
Their artistic value is too well known 
to need fu rth er comment.

ferent state of the large plates is here 
shown, some of the variations being too 
slight to be of m uch im portance ex­ 
cept to students of art.

OLORADO VISITORS, even more than Colorado residents, are.aw ake to 
the importance of preserving to the fullest possible degree the original 
natural attractions th at form so im portant a part of our business re­ 
sources. To preserve the forests, to keep the rocks and the trees in their nat­ 
ural beauties, to save the canons and the mountains from the profaning hand 
of the various kinds of vandals th at would exploit them for triflng or tem ­ 
porary advantage, are surely parts of a policy that is supportecl^by every con­ 
sideration of sound business judgment. 


And it is of even greater importance to preserve as far as possible that 
most priceless of all our heritages, the beautiful pure Colorado air, which is 
of im portance not only for itself but for its relation to the beauty of locai scenery 
and the advantages of local climate. 


Other cities, with far less interest in the m atter than has Colorado 
Springs, have passed and are enforcing strict anti-smoke ordinances, and find 
no serious difficulty in reconciling m aterial prosperity and industrial develop­ 
m ent with a consideration of those esthetic qualities that are so Im portant a 
part of the modern city. 


Colorado Springs cannot fairly be said to have had at any time a “smoke 
nuisance,” as th at term is understood elsewhere, for the dry aif and the lig­ 
nite coal make such a thing impossible. 
But the atmospheric- conditions are 
by no means entirely satisfactory, even at the present time, arid visitors are 
frequently impelled to ask what is being done to preserve^he pure air and the 
cons|ant sunshine th at are so im portant features of our w inter seasons. 


Fortunately for the city and its neighbors, whose interests are the same 
as its own, the progress of modern science makes it quite possible to build up 
its m anufacturing interests without any sacrifice of its scenic and climatic 
attractions. 
An extensive clectric plant is already established for the pur­ 
pose of using coal at the mouth of the mines, and the power thus produced 
can be supplied in any part of Colorado Springs, Colorado City or Manitou, 
m ore cheaply than it can be developed by direct burning of coal for steam 
purposes. 


There are without doubt a number of m anufacturing enterprises that could 
be profitably started in Colorado Springs at the present tim e for which there 
are a local demand, a local market, a local labor supply, an abundance of cheap 
power and valuable local raw m aterials. W ith proper effort and the presentation 
of the facts to the right persons several thousand persons may be added to 
the population of this county and many thousands of dollars to our invested 
and producing capital. 
Along such lines as these, rather than in seeking 
to vie with other communities in enterprises for which they possess superior 
advantages, may our efforts be -most profitably exerted. 


ARBITRATION FOR VENEZUELA. 


THE COLORÄDÖrNEW MEXICO BOUNDARY. 


T 


HE PROPOSAL that the questions in dispute between Venezuela and the 
European governments should be subm itted to arbitration, which has 
been suggested by the United States governm ent acting as an interm e­ 
diary, has been m et with the counter proposition th at President Roosevelt 
should him self act as the arbitrator of this dispute. 


W hile this counter suggestion is highly complimentary to President Roose­ 
velt and to the nation of which he is the offical head, it is not a t all surprising 
th a t it should not be received with favor by him. 


Of course President Roosevelt in accepting this task would not feel obliged 
5n person to attend to all the details of the m inute investigation of the claims 
against Venezuela, and of the facts that might be presented in justification 
of the course pursued by President Castro's government. 
But President 
Roosevelt certainly would not slight a task of this kind th at had been ac­ 
cepted by him, and. the president of the United States is a much busier man 
than the European monarchs who have presided over arbitration courts. 


And there is another very good reason why President Roosevelt would 
hesitate to become thp official bead of the arbitration tribunal. 
As such his 
duty would l).e to hold the scales of justice with strict im partiality between 
the South American republic and the European claimants, and without regard 
to any othei*'matters. 
But as president of the United States, Mr. Rbosevelt 
ought to assum e a benevolent and protective attitude toward the South Ameri­ 
can republics, and in any question like the present, he ought to consider the 
interests of the United States ahead of those either of Venezuela or of the 
European claim ants. 
As chief arbitrator President Roosevelt might believe 
it to be his duty to make a decision which as president of the United States 
it would be his duty to disapprove. 
The head of the United States ought 
not to be asked to arbitrate a question in which this governm ent has a serious 
though possibly an indirect interest. 


F urther than that, th é service oi President Roosevelt as head of the board 
of arbitration would be an im portant s1;ep toward committing this country 
to an enforcem ent of the arbitration award, a responsibility that the United 
States should be very slow to assume. 
It is true th at under ordinary cir­ 
cum stances the m embers of an arbitration board do not assum e any such 
responsibility, but the circum stances of the present case are not ordinary 
ones, and the relations of the United States and Venezuela 
are such that 
serious consequences m ight follow an award distinctly favorable to either 
of the p arties to the controversy. 
4 


Taking all these things into consideration, together with 
others 
that 
m ight be mentioned, it is far better that the Venezuelan case should be re­ 
ferred to The Hague tribunal, which has been constituted by the natrons of 
th e world for precisely such cases, and which is not subject to any reasonable 
objection, on the score of competency, ability or impartiality.

The m agnificent ocean going steam ers th at are now being built 
in this country, both for the transatlantic and itbe transpacific trade, the im­ 
m ense new freight carriers for the great lakes, and the massive locomotives 
for freight and passenger service, all give indisputable proof of the rapid 
progress of American industry and trade, a progress which fully justifies the 
predictions m ade Bome years ago by the friends of th e American system of 
protection and the advocate's of Am erican expansion. 


The som ewhat sensational death of Mr, W hayne, said to be due to accident, 
is likely to call attention to the evils of over-insurance upon lives, which is 
alm ost as much of a danger as the over-insurance of buildings against fire 
or of ships against wreck. 
According to the press reports this Mr. Whayne 
had already insured his life for $390,000, and was still practising the habit, 
as he had recently applied for $50,000 more. 
Very few men are worth that 
•much in money, either to them selves or to the insurance companies. 
As for 
these, they have accepted the prem iums together with the risk, and they ought 
to be compelled to pay the penalty, unless there is conclusive evidence of fraud. 
But there is good reason for believing th at such large policies are not in ac­ 
cordance w ith public policy, and they are not creditable either to the company 
th at issues them or to the individual th at secures them. 


The cable ship Silvertown, which is laying an American cable from San 
Francisco to Honolulu, rem ains in constant communication with the Cali­ 
fornian shore through the cable itself, the m essage being sent from the in­ 
strum ent on shipboard through the coils in the cable tanks and thence under 
the w aters of the ocean to the land. 
It is expected th at Honolulu will be 
reached before Christm as day, and possibly a t that tim e a message may be 
eent from Governor Dole to President 
Roosevelt. 
From 
the 
Hawaiian 
islands the cable will soon be stretching westward across the Pacific to Guam 
•and the Philippines. 


Colorado Springs has been enjoying a very good article of w inter climate 
Ju th e .past week, and it seems hardly possible th at within 30 miles of this 
city a fierce blizzard is raging.

E FpR E our wafer troubles- with Kansas are .settled, 
along comes somebody with the horrid discovery 
th at a statute of-the .United States refers to the 38th 
parallel as the boundary between Colorado and New Mex­ 
ico, and therefore this state m ust lose a tract of territory 
60 m iles or more in width 
along 
its entire southern 
boundary. 


The subject is sufficient for a newspaper sensation, 
according to the customs of some offices, but no one need 
lose any sleep over the fear th at Trinidad and the San 
Juan will wake up some morning to find themselves out 
of the union, and subject to thet good graces of Senator 
Beveridge to get back in again. 


W hatever the statutes of the United States may con 
tain, by error or by intention, the one positive authority 
upon this subject is the enabling act approved Maich 3, 
1875, by which the inhabitants of the territory of Colo­ 
rado were authorized to form the state of Colorado. The 
southern boundary of the new state by this act was made 
the thirty-seyenth parallel of north latitude. 
And the 
first article of the state constitution declares the southern 
boundary of the state to be the thirty-seventh parallel of 
latitude, and the foot note in the Annotated Statutes says 
that “the southern portion of the state, bounded on the 
north and south by the 38tn and 37th parallels, east by the 
26th m eridian and west by the Rocky m ountains—ceded by 
the state of Texas and Mexico—was transferred from the 
territory of New Mexico to the territory of Colorado, by 
the act of congress.” 


And after that, it will take more thau a newspaper 
scarehead to deprive us of Las Animas and Archuleta 
and the otHer southern counties. 


A SUNDER UPON THÈ WEST. 


O 


NE OF the slanders upon the west resulting from 
Senator Beveridge's attem pt to justify the exclu­ 
sion of the territories of New Mexico and Arizona 
is a pair of maps printed as a part of the sub-commit­ 
tee's report. 


Upon these maps an attem pt is made to show by 
black areas, land "taken up or capable of sustaining pop­ 
ulation,” and by white areas "land open to entry, but not 
capable of supporting population.” 
These maps bear the 
im print of the United States geological survey, division of 
hydrography, but the Gazette is not informed as to whether 
the arbitrary division of lands capable of supporting pop- 
ulation and those incapable of doing so is the result of the 
efforts of Senator Beveridge and his associates of the ma­ 
jority of the committee, or of the geological survey. 


W hichever it is, we find it impossible to believe that 
the capacity of these territories to support population is 
fairly represented by the scattering black squares upon 
a white background, though th at is unquestionably the 
impression sought to be conveyed by the report 


Senator Beveridge seems to belong to the same class 
of American statesm en who once opposed the building 
of a wagon road out of Boston for 18 miles for the reason 
that it went so far west that no one would ever use it, and 
who later wrote the "Great American Desert” into the 
geography books. 
To preserve his consistency ho ought 
to introduce a resolution declaring war against old Mex­ 
ico to force that country to take Arizona and New Mexico 
off our hands. 


’■Thus for thè fiist tim e in history United Europe faces 
United America in a 'dispute unim portant in itself/ and 
one *which the parties on both sides of the ocean hope 
m ay be settled without anything more serious than a 
“peaceful blockade or a, dem onstration in force along tlio 
Venezuelan coast. 
■

But the beginning has been made. The* United States 
of North America, t'reély adm itted to be the riçhest, the 
most resourceful, and, in ; m any im portant departm ents of 
national life, the greatest nation that ever appeared upon 
this earth, cannot count upon a continued* advantage over 
dissevered, jealous and hostile European states. The fifty 
states of the g reat North American federation, many of 
them possessing the area and the resources sufficient for 
independent nations, bound together In the strength of a 
federal union, and dominating, in a just and nan-aggres­ 
sive policy of the protection of mutual interests, the 
American hem isphere from the Arctic to the Antarctic, 
has aroused the alarm of Europe. The warnings of promi­ 
nent Europeans, heard with increasing frequency in recent 
years, and certain to become much more impressive in 
the future, h iv e, already produced their effect. 


America is a unit in defending itself from unwarranted 
aggression. Europe is a unit in demanding attention for 
its just claims. 


Viewed in th is light, the Venezuelan affair of 1902 is 
a historical event of much more than ordinary import­ 
ance, and future historians may see in it the beginnings 
of great movements that may engage the attention of the 
nations for centuries to come, and results finally in con­ 
sequences of transcendant importance. 
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THE UNION PACIFIC PENSION SYSTEM. 


SOME ASPECTS OF THE VENEZUELAN AFFAIR. 


P 
ROBABLY the most evidently im portant feature in 
connection with the Venezuelan trouble.is. the fact 
that Germany and Great Britain should have taken 
the .‘rouble to assure them selves in advance of the atti­ 
tude of the United States, and should have limited their 
course of action by explanations to us. 
Such explana­ 
tions are, in themselves, a very plain and substantial 
recognition of the Monroe doctrine, and an admission 
that this country has a special and superior interest in the 
affairs of the South American states, such as does not 
belong to any power of Europe. 
1 


And it is safe to say th at this deference to the opinion 
of the United States does not arise from any sentim ental 
consideration for our wishes nor altruistic endeavor to 
do what is best for our interests. 
It results, first, from 
our plain and unm istakable declarations of the Monroe 
doctrine, and, second, from that wise national policy in 
building a strong navy, which has made it possible to do 
something more than to protest against the aggressions 
even of the greatest nations of the world. 


W ith the memory of the Venezuelan boundary dispute 
fresh in the minds of the diplomats of the European cap­ 
itals, and with Admiral Dewey of Manila bay still in com­ 
mand of the same ships th at fought at Santiago de Cuba, 
and with the knowledge that the new ships added to the 
navy since the Spanish w ar are more powerful than the 
total fleet th at swept the Spanish ships out of existence 
with hardly the loss of a man on our side, it is not sur­ 
prising that the European powers, before proceeding to 
collect a debt of a few million dollars from Venezuela, 
should stop to inquire, W hat is the United States of North 
America going to do about it? 


There could be no more sincere compliment to our 
national strength than this recognition of the justice of 
our claims in the m atter, and it is pleasant to know that 
this manifestation of respect has been returned with 
equal fairness and justice from our side. 
While abating 
no part of our declaration that the independent republics 
of South America m ust not be made European colonies, 
that there m ust be no territorial acquisitions on that con­ 
tinent, and that unjustifiable aggression or oppression of 
our southern neighbors would be regarded as distinctly 
unfriendly to the United States, our governm ent has freely 
adm itted that the nations of Europe unquestionably have 
good grounds for complaint against Venezuela for the 
non-payment of her obligations and the non-performance 
of her duties under international law. 


To show how thoroughly just and reasonable this is, 
we need only suppose Turkey to be in the position of 
Venezuela and the United States endeavoring to secure 
by a show of force the payment of just debts or the ful­ 
fillment of just obligations. 
In such a case the powers of 
Europe would certainly have a right to object to any per­ 
m anent seizure of Turkish territory, or unw arrantable 
aggression, but they would not have the right to object to 
such a proceeding on our part as is now being executed 
by the allied fleet on the Venezuelan coast 


There is another aspect of the Venezuelan affair which 
is not less interesting but more disquieting to Americans. 
Germany was undoubtedly the leader in the dem onstra­ 
tion against Venezuela, and her diplomats deserve credit 
for securing the participation of Great Britain in an affair 
that might otherwise have appeared much more sus­ 
picious to Americans. But the dual alliance, for this m a t 
ter, has later been increased by the accession of Italy, while 
Spain, Bejgium and the Netherlands have signified that 
their demands are also to be considered. 
France, over­ 
shadowed by her great a lly ‘of the north, and satisfied 
with the decision of her Venezuela claims by a recent 
arbitration tribunal, has contented herself with a formal 
notice that her subsequent claims stand on the same fo o t­ 
ing with those of the other powers. 
, t . '. , 
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HE Union Pacific' Railway company is setting a good 
example to W estern corporations in providing a 
pension system for those employes who have grown 
old in its service. 
According to the new arrangem ent, 
which goes into effect January 1st next, the persons 
whose names are placed on the pension list will have 
no duties to perform, but each of them will be paid one 
per cen t of the average salary drawn by him during the 
last ten y^ars he was in the service of the company, 
multiplied by the total num ber of years he was in such 
service. 
Thus a person who has been twenty years in 
the service of the company will receive annually twenty 
per cent, of his average salary for the past ten years. 


Such a measure, providing for the peace and comfort 
in declining years of those who have given their best 
efforts to the service of a corporation, is coming more 
and more to be regarded as an act of justice, as well as 
one that is conducive to tne general social interests of 
the community. 
Unquestionably better service is se­ 
cured, and more constant and faithful performance of 
duty, than where the employe is necessarily distracted 
by the thought of what is to stand between him and actual 
want when his mental and physical strength shall have 
declined. 


Among those who will be placed on the Rock Island’s 
roll of honor after the first of January next is the veteran 
Colonel George Ady, who has been for years one of the 
best known and deservedly one of the most popular rail­ 
road men of the state. 
No one has better earned a rest 
by long and honorable service, and the general public 
will join with his associates in wishing him a long life 
and a happy one. 


4 NEW REVENUE RULING. 


A 
RECENT jjULING by Commissioner Yerkes of 
the 
internal-revenue bureau may be a m atter of some 
local intereist. 
On December 16 this official ren­ 
dered a decision in which he ruled that druggists and 
others who sell soda w ater drinks, claret soda or sim ilar 
beverages to which distilled spirits, wine or any com­ 
pounds thereof are added in any quantity, however small, 
are required to pay the special tax provided for retail 
liquor dealers under the internal revenue laws' 


Under the old rulings, druggists and others were al­ 
lowed to add to soda w ater and other soft drinks 
an 
“inappreciable quantity” of distilled spirits or wines for 
flavoring purposes. 
The form er ruling is now revoked 
to take effect January 1,’ 1903. 


Some of the druggists of Colorado Springs, who seem 
to have no hesitation whatever in violating the eity or­ 
dinances with only occasional and short-lived periods 
of obedience to the laws, are extrem ely sensitive upon 
the point of being called “liquor sellers,” and it will 
doubtless come as a severe shock to them to learn that 
after the first of January the United States government 
will not be so considerate of their feelings as to refrain 
from taxing them as retail liquor dealers, if even an in­ 
appreciable quantity of alcohol is used to flavor their 
beverages. 


In the m eantim e the tem porary spasm of reform and 
the jealous vigilance of the Colorado City people having 
abated, these sam e druggists will undoubtedly continue 
to make hay while the sun shines, and to reap the profits 
of their “Christm as trade” under the same benign in­ 
difference of the city authorities, to which they have 
become so thoroughly accustomed.

Let Senator Tillman be given credit 
for a sensible utterance. H is remarks 
of that kind are not so frequent th at it 
would be no lapse of justice to fail to 
take note of one. 


The estimable senior senator 
from 
Alabam a has been moved to give a new 
and quite unnecessary reason for his 
dissent from hi? party’s “official*’ doc­ 
trine about the Philippines. H e says he 
voted to keep the Islands that they 
might be a home for the negroes. He 
Is now urging governmental aid to ne­ 
gro emigration to the Philippines. 


“All such plans,” said Senator Till­ 
man, when told of Senator Morgan's 
idea, “are chimerical 
dreams 
of the 
wildest character.” 
And, with all re­ 
spect to Senator Morgan, 
his 
South 
Carolina colleague tells the exact truth. 


Senator Morgan's plan is but the old 
Liberia plan over again. If the white 
jJfeople of this nation had seriously made 
up their minds 1£>0 years ago to segre­ 
gate the negro back to Africa or else­ 
where they m ight have done so. 
All 
such plans are sheer moonshine now. 


In the first place, the whites never 
have wished, and do not now wish, the 
negroes to be segregated. They are too 
useful. 
The industrial prosperity of 
large parts of the nation rests on their 
strong muscles and gradually brighten­ 
ing brains. 
The industrial leaders of 
the south—the men who are really m ak­ 
ing the new south—would be the first 
to resist by every m eans in their power 
Senator Morgan's plan if they thought 
there was any serious danger of its be­ 
ing adopted. 
■ 
In the second place, the negroes do 
not wish to be segregated. 
They de­ 
cline opportunities 
in 
that direction 
even when they m ight 
thereby attain 
economic independence. 
Scores of the 
best-informed white men have publicly 
declared, for example, that the negroes 
could within 20 years, simply by tak­ 
ing advantage of wcll-knoiyn econom­ 
ic laws, 
legally and 
absolutely own 
the Yazoo delta region of Mississippi, 
perhaps the most fertile part of the con­ 
tinent. Yet the negroes exhibit no such 
tendency. 
They prefer to remain in 
contact with the white man. 


Since neither race really wishes to be 
separated from the other, the Imprac­ 
ticability of attem pting segregation by 
governm ental agencies is evident. Noi­ 
ls there any reason w hy they should 
wish to be separated. 
The question of 
political privileges Is being settled In a 
w ay that Is regarded by such negroes 
as Booker T. W ashington as promoting 
the advancement of their race by m ak­ 
ing it earn political power as the Eu­ 
ropean ancestors of the whites earned 
it. The negro is securing, just as white 
men secure it, the 
economic 
position 
that his capacity merits. The question 
of social equality is settling itself, just 
as it has settled 
itself among white 
men. 


The negroes are here. They have been 
here—90 per cent, of them—more than 
100 years. So far as ancestral residence 
counts for anything, 
they 
are more 
‘American” than one-half their white 
fellow citizens. 
They are learning to 
take care of them selves. They have just 
as much pride in their country as white 
men of equal opportunities, and are just 
as w illing to serve it and to die for it 
if need be. 


To talk about Inducing them to go to 
the Philippines is io lly . 
If they go it 
will be as white men go, to better their 
condition. 
If they stay, it will be as 
white men stay, because they so prefer. 
This is their country. 
They also are 
Americans. 


M cKinley and Reed. 


(*VV illlam Allen AVhite, in the Empo­ 
ria (Kan.) Gazette. 


The death of Tom Reed closes the 
chapter of one of the strangest rival­ 
ries that ever occurred In American 
politics—the rivalry between McKinley 
and Reed. The contest was not bitter; 
it rarely came above the surface of 
things,t yet it was an inevitably con­ 
flict, and was made so by the charac­ 
ters of the two men and their propin­ 
quity in political life. 
The men were 
as antipathetic to one another 
as 
a 
dog and cat. In no trait of their charac­ 
ters were they similar, and each irri­ 
tated the other. 
McKinley was sol­ 
emn, rather pompous, devoid of humor, 
given to Prince 
Alberts 
and 
white 
string ties, never revealing him self ex­ 
cept to intimates, canny, tactful, ur­ 
bane, adroit, smooth, oleaginous, and 
placid. Reed w as brusque; a jolly man 
who liked to reveal his real self and 
hated sham s and pretences; a scholar, 
who despised the patter of politics that 
passes for learning in congress; a'wear­ 
er of sack coats and clothes with lots 
of pockets in them—wrinkled clothes 
and a soft hat; tactless, and proud of 
it; jjot afraid of making an enemy 
where it would do the most good; brist­ 
ling with retort and invective. 


In congress, M cKinley and Reed were 
members of one party and protection­ 
ists in theory; but there stopped the 
parallel. Reed became floor leader and 
afterward speaker of the house; Mc­ 
K inley w as defeated as speaker of the 
bouse, and went into committee work. 
Reed rose to his glory; the qualities 
which McKinley would have put Into 
the speakership would have made him 
a failure. 
Reed was the man needed, 
and his work there has changed the 
current of usage in American congress 
as greatly as an amendment to the 
constitution. M cKinley rose afterward 
to his glory and forced Reed out of ¡po­ 
litical life. 
M cKinley’s tactics there 
were distinctly his own; he used ho out- 
ward show of force. H e did not appear 
to be moving at all. y e t he ground Reed 
as w ith a glacier; there is no doubt 
that if Reed had been president he 
would have forced M cK inley,out'of’lac» 
tiqn. 
There was bad blood, between 
them, but Reed would have dope it be­ 
fore all the people, and, perhaps, would 
have disrupted the party. 
He would 
have gloried in It. Reed disliked Mc­ 
Kinley, 
and was 
frank to hi^ 
ac­ 
quaintances in discussing, It; in 1897 
McKinley shut the door o f patronage 
on Reed, except in his congressional 
district. 
Reed was as mad? as a bull, 
and bellowed out a good rpany kinds of 
damns about M cKinley to his friends. 
Among the rooters for Reed at St. 
Louis was a young man named Roose­ 
velt, Theodore Roosevelt; the way the 
rooters rooted was peculiar. There was 
some uncertainty am ong the delegates 
from the east about. M cKinley’s posi­ 
tion on the gold standard. Perhaps thiB 
w as unjust to McKinley, but Tom P latt 
of New York, was circulating McKin­ 
ley’s free silver speeches among-the del­ 
egates; McKinley had a way with him 
of belpg popular; and until his last 
years never went further under the 
surface of things than was necessary 
for a political campaign. 
So P latt’s 
poison was working. ' The Reed rooters 
got a. banner as big as all outdoors. On 
it w as painted “Tom Reed Is for. Gold” 
in letters so big you could see them two 
blocks. 
They hired a band and went 
kl-yoodllng over St. Louis carrying this 
banner. -It; was spectacular.! character­ 
istic, and absolutely uselcsti so far as 
votes were concerned, 
B u^the writer, 
who was a. reporter at th? convention, 
wgs proud o f the f?rt U ^ lth e Gazette 
w as the only paper In. Kansas' that w as 


for Reed before the K ansas state c 
vention declared for McKinley. Whe 
er or not Reed knew this the writer t 
never able to make out. B ut Reed ’ 
th e first prominent man to write ab 
"W hit’s the m atter w ith K ansas?” : 
letter is framed in the Gazette ofl 
today. The piece had been printed; 
a few weeks when he wrote. Latei 
wàs the-w riter's honor to be coun 
am ong Read’s friends. 


The day M cKinley died, Reed an< 
mutual friend and the editor of 
Gazette happened to m eet a t lunchi 
in the Century club in N ew York cl 
Reed w as big with the philosophy 
the hour. His rival w as dead; the n 
had been run. Reed w as out of it; 1 
book w as closed on his ambition, 
knew it. After a simple m eal had b< 
put away, Reed pushed back his ch 
and began to talk. For three long hoi 
he discoursed m ost 
beautifully ur 
life, its uncertainty, its real rewar 
and its checks and balances; upon fa: 
and its accidents and its emptiness; • 
on death and immortality, and God s 
all his w ays and wrorks. It w as a ki 
of funeral oration the like of which f 
men are privileged to hear. A t the e 
of It all, the big man threw back 1 
head and looked up at the great o 
rafters of the room for a long while, a 
then let his arms fall heavily on t 
short arm s of the chair as he sigh 
"Hi ho! what does it all mean? where 
it going? who are we? w hat is this u 
fathom ed m ystery we call 
life—G 
knows! 
I don't.” 


Reed w as M cKinley's intellectual s 
perior, and he couldn’t help but kne 
it. Reed was a scholar of wide and j 
dlclotfs reading. He.knew things at t 
base; and understood the ultimate pi 
losophy of them. So he wrote well. 1 
got -ti chapter in a sentence. 
He w 
always sure. 
H is style was epigrar 
matie. 
McKinley had the wordy stj 
of a man who is not quite certain 
his position, and is trying to convln 
himself. 
No two men ever reveali 
them selves' so nakedly in their styl 
as McKinley and Reed. In McKinley 
written and spoken language, a kirn 
hearted man shows him self. In Reed 
a 
big-brained 
man. 
McKinley 
strength w as not in his head but h 
heart. 
H e grew to real greatness b 
cause he was kind. 
He would not o 
fend anyone and he loved to pleas 
The greatest calam ity th at could hai 
befallen America w as to have had To: 
Reed elected president when McKinle 
was elected.

He did not think the period 
between the stopping of the Owl and 
the crash w as more than three m in­ 
utes. The man who went back to give 
the-signal, he said, could hardly have 
had time to stop the flyer before it 
was on the Owl. 
However. Mr. Short 
explained that he did not have a very 
distinct idea of time. 
The flyer, iie 
said, m ust have come onto the Fresno 
coach a t nearly full speed. The brakes, 
possibly, had just been set. 
How the 
engineer and firemen were not killed 
crashing through the train is a m ys­ 
tery; they both m ust have lain down. 
It was a complete telescoping. 
The 
trucks of the Fresno coach were forced 
f o r w a r d under the diner and the wheels 
of the engine remained on the track 
supporting the coach. Tho engine was 
completely covered by the shell of the 
coach and how anybody escaped alive 
from the trap is a mystery. The fen­ 
der of the engine tore into the rear 
of the dining car, Injuring those in 
the kitchen.

L ater on M ar­

IN M ASSA CH USETTS BA T

Gloucester, Mass., Dec. 21.—It is be­ 
lieved th at a large vessel, either a. 
steam er with oil 
or a sailing 
craft 
loaded w ith some highly inflammable 
m atter 
was 
burned 
tonight 
in 
M assachusetts bay, about 20 miles out 
of Boston harbor. 
A life saving crew 
from "West Gloucester made a strong 
effort to reach her but a stiff breeze 
drove them back when they were still 
10 miles aw ay from the burning ship. 
About 10:30 o’clock tonight two Bos­ 
ton fishermen came into port and re­ 
ported th a t they passed within two 
miles of the burning vessel but did not 
attem p t to ascertain her Identity. The 
crew of one of them which passed to 
the leeward, reported smelling burning 
011 and stated th at the vessel was a 
very large one. 
They were unable to 
say however w hether she was a steam er 
or a sailing vessel but they thought the 
former. 
These two 
fishermen passed 
the burning vessel about 8:30, but at 
10:30 o'clock she could still be seen 
from ashore, burning fierce!«. 


The vessel was first noticed about 
4 o'clock this afternoon 
by 
Keeper 
Bai]ey of Eastern Point light a t the 
entrance of this harbor. 
At th a t time 
the. vessel apparently w as enveloped 
in thick smoke and BaUey. h^.d been 
w atching her for only a few 'm inutes 
when there came a su dden' explosion 
followed by flames.

Bailey notified the 
Dolliver's Neck 
life saving crew, who a t onCe started 
for the ship. 
B ut the .weather 
was 
tem pestuous and aftftr getting jSome 70 
miles off shore and stlli a considerable 
distance from the burning tvessel they' 
became exhausted and. turned 
back. 
Ju st before they did so they saw a 
small schooner, evidently a fisherman, 
run up close to the vessel, and after 
lingering a few m inutes, sail aw ay. 
This led them to believe th at she had 
been able to rescue so m e'o f-th e crewr. 
It was hoped th at this fisherm an m ight 
make for this port and "clear up the 
m ysteiy, but she did not. 


Keeper Bailey reported a t 1 o’clock 
this (Monday) m orning th a t the ves­ 
sel was still burning.

FAILURE IN FINLAND 


By Associated Press. 


St. Petersburg, Dec. 21.—The average 
grain crop gathered in Finland is valued 
at $30,000,000. 


The estimated value of tho 1902 crop is 
$20,000,000. 
While this loss is generally 
distributed throughout Finland it is al­ 
most total in the northern third of the 
country where are the provinces of Ulea- 
borg, Kuopio, Vasa, St. Michael and por- j 
tions of Vlborg.

Peas and beans generally have failed 
and the potato crop has not been gath­ 
ered, the hay has rotted or been swept 
away by floods. 
The disaster is due to ' 
the late spring, the nearly 
continuous 
chilly rains and the early frost, which 
was recorded on August 10. In the north 
there have been only half a dozen days 
when it did not rain. 
The rains also 
spoiled the tlehlng. So complete was the 
failure of vegetation that dead birds by , 
the hundreds have been found in the for­ 
ests. The present crop failure is the worst 
th at has been experienced for the last 50 
years. 
It is hoped, however th at better 
methods of communication will facilitate 
the work of relief and avoid wholesale 
deaths by hunger and typhus. 


There are all told about 500 parishes in 
Finland; 194 of these parishes are now 
nearly destitute. 
The agricultural board 
has received .reports from 140 from the 
134 parishes showing th at 106 -have food 
supplies which will suffice ¿them until 
Christm as only.

result. 


The disappearance of the princess 
doubtless will cause the circulation of 
m any stories. It is already related th at 
she eloped, but inquiries made here have 
brought out nothing to substantiate or 
support this statem ent.

Vienna, Dec. 22.—The flight of the 
crown princess of Saxony hae caused 
great excitem ent here. 
It is reported 
th a t Archduke Ferdinand, accompanied 
by one of the court cham berlains, went 
to Geneva, w hither it was supposed the 
princess had fled, but he failed to find 
any trace of her.

CHRISTMAS MAIL BURNED

The crown princess of Saxony, su r­ 
rounded by her ladies in w aiting and 
num erous atten d an ts and servants, has 
vanished go u tterly th a t the police of 
every kingdom in Europe have for 10 
d ay s1 been unable to trace her. The of­ 
ficial announcem ent w’as in order to 
obtain the aid of .the general public in 
finding her, and because the court fic­ 
tion th a t she preferred to rem ain in re­ 
tirem ent a t Salzburg rath er than to re­ 
turn to her husbai\d and children at 
D resden cannot longer be m aintained. 


Accompanied by the crown prince, the 
princess w ent to the castle of Em peror 
Francis Joseph, near Salzburg, a month 
agro. A week a fte r th e ir arriv al a t the 
castle th e prince broke his leg while 
hunting and was brought back to Dres­ 
den. 
The princess, however, rem ained 
a t the castle. W hy she did so the peo­ 
ple of the court did not know, except 
th a t w ith gloomy tenacity the princess 
usually does w hat she pleases.

little while this explanation sufficed. 
Then fragm ents of gossip began to 
reach Dresden. 
I t w as said th a t, the 
princess had surrendered herself to pe­ 
riods of nervous excitem ent, and th a t 
h er eccentricities of deportm ent caused 
m uch concern to her suite and to some 
of her A ustrian kinsfolk who were stay 
ing la the castle w ith her.

SCHOOLS IN PU ERTO RICO 


By Associated Press. 


W ashington, Dec. 21.—The annual r e ­ 
port of the commissioner of education 
for Puerto Rico, Samuel McCune Lind­ 
say, says th at tho poorest schools there 
are as good as, and in some respects 
better than, the poorest of the same 
grade in very m any parts of tho I'nited 
States, although the every-day output 
of the elem entary school cannot be orn- 
pared w ith the best city schools if the 
sam e grade in the states. An American 
free public school now exists in every 
m unicipality in Puerto Rico. 


The school year closed last June with 
874 schools open, 40.993 pupils enrolled 
and 923 teachers employed, an increase 
of 10 per cent, in the num ber of schools. 
21 per cent, in enrollm eni, and liO per 
cent, in num ber oL ^T fn ers, over the 
previous year. 
The high w ater m ark 
during the year in the enrollm ent was, 
in the ordinary public schools 59,096 to 
which should be added 6,767 pupils en­ 
rolled in the high, norm al and special 
schools, giving a grand total of 61.S»3 oi­ 
ls per cent, of the total population of 
school age and over 6 per cent, ot tliu 
total population of the island. The re­ 
port says th a t these figures show th at 
under American civil governm ent the 
educational advantages offered free to 
the m asses of people as compared with 
the m axim um facilities provided by the 
Spanish governm ent have nearly dou­ 
bled.

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PRESIDENT NOT YET ACCEPTED 
POSITION OF ARBITRATOB 


By Associated Tress. 


W ashington, 
Dec. 
^2.—P resident 
Roosevelt has not accepted the position 
of arb itrato r of the V enezuelan con­ 
troversy. In fact, when the official day 
closed he had not received form ally or 
officially a request from the European 
powers th a t he act as arb itrato r oi tho 
dispute. These statem ents are m ad“ on , 
the highest authority. 
In an inform al 
m anner the president nas been 
th a t the European powers intim ately 
concerned in the present South Am er­ 
ican difficulty desire ¡that he should 
undertake the responsibility of acting 
as arb itrato r of th e points a t issue be­ 
tween them and Venezuela. 
Thus far 
they m erely have been taki.ig “sound­ 
ings,” w ith a view probably of ascer­ 
taining how he would receive a form al 
proffer to act as arb itrato r. The presi­ 
dent, us soon as he received the first, in­ 
tim ation th a t he w as desired to be arb i­ 
tra to r of the Venezuelan controversy, 
expressed em phatically his judgm ent 
th at the m atters to be arb itrated should 
be referred to The H ague tribunal. Ills 
views of the suggestions m ade have 
been conveyed to the E uropean powers, 
together w ith a strong presentation of 
his reasons for the view he holds. No 
itsponse of a form al nature to these 
r< rreservations has been received. Tho 
president and Secretary H ay had a long 
ccnference today after the form er’s re­ 
tu rn from his V irginia trip. They care­ 
fully w ent over the situation as it had 
developed since Saturday, but it is u n ­ 
derstood th a t nothing has arisen during 
the p ast 48 hours to w arran t the presi­ 
dent in changing his opinion as to th e 
undesirability of his accent»nee of th e 
position of arbitrator. 
So far as can 
be learned no specific reasons have been 
advanced by the European powers for 
objecting to a reference of the Vene­ 
zuelan questions to the arb itratio n of 
The H ague tribunal. 
It is hel.l by the 
adm inistration th at the tribunal a t The 
H ague w as constituted to a rb itra te 
ju st such controversies as th a t w hich 
has arisen between Venezuela and th e 
powers, and th a t it would be desirable 
from every view’point th a t the present 
dispute should go to th a t tribunal fo r 
adjudication. How strong are the ob­ 
jections which the allied powers have 
to a reference of the Venezuelan diffi­ 
culty to The H ague trib u n al is n o t 
known to the adm inistration a t this 
time. 
Even the nature of the objec­ 
tions, if there be any, is not know n. 
The negotiations looking, to the selec­ 
tion of an arb itrato r have not pro­ 
gressed sufficiently yet to develop such 
objections as the powers m ay have. 


The acceptance by the powers of the 
principle of arbitration as applied to 
the Venezuelan question is a m atter of 
great gratification to the president and 
his cabinet. T h at all the powers have 
intim ated, too, th a t they would prefer 
the president should arb itrate the pres­ 
ent dispute is taken as a notable com­ 
plim ent to the president personally and 
to his adm inistration. 
It is the hope 
of both the president and his advisers, 
however, th a t while there is precedent 
for his acceptance of the post nf arb i­ 
trator, the powers will consent to a 
reference of the controvcrsed m a ttira 
in the V enezuelan question to the tri­ 
bunal a t The H ague. 


W hile it is recognized by the presi­ 
dent’s closest advisers and by th e presi­ 
dent him self th at some unpleasant pos­ 
sibilities m ight attend his perform ance 
of the duties of arb itrato r of the pend­ 
ing Venezuelan difficulty his frlm d s 
assert th a t he will shirk no responsi­ 
bility th a t he m ay deem it his duty to 
undertake, but will acept if the pow ers 
should insist on it, though he is very 
reluctant to do so.

FORMER MAYOR AND 


ALDEMAN SPRAGUE DEAD 


Word has reached this city of the death 
In California, several days ago of Rev. 
¡fra G/ Sprajjhie,’ ibrnfe-ly a minister of this 
city and later an alderman, and still later 
m ayor of Colorado Springs. 


Onljr a mere statem ent of his death has 
been received here, It coming in a letter 
to a Colorado Springs gentleman from a 
friend in California. The late Mr. Sprague 
left Colorado Springs about six years ago 
for California, in search of health and has 
never .been back, *but there ¡ire many here 
Who now remember him and who will be 
deeply grieved to hear of his death. 


As a mefnber of the city council in the 
yeafs 1889*90 Mr. Sprague stood for the 
best 'interests of the city, financially and 
especially morally, and as mayor in 1891- 
>2, his administration was noted particu­ 
larly for the clearing out of a resort with 
i b id name, lying just outside of the city 
limits, between Colorado Springs and Ivy- 
wll'd. This tract of land was purchased 
by the city land turned Into a public park. 
It w as opened on July 4, 1892, with a 
public celebration, preceded by a proces­ 
sion of the children of the city through 
the principal streets and out to the park. 
The park was known as Dorchester park 
and is still city property, It is understood, 
though it is 'not now used extensively as 
a park. 


Mr. Sprague was a member of the First 
Methodist cjiurch and had been a minister 
o f that denomination. He was highly re­ 
spected for his excellence of character 
and his interest in public affairs.

DR. CAJORI DISCUSSES 
_ 
^ ENGINEERING SCHOOL. 


Dr. Florian Cajcrl, hcad-profc-ssor of 
mathematics in Colorado college, is great­ 
ly interested in the proposed extension 
of tlm curriculum of the college to include 
conrees In mechanical and irrigation en­ 
gineering. He has some Interesting and 
profitable views on the subject of the es­ 
tablishment of these schools, some 
of 
which he has set forth In an interview 
with the Gazette: 


"I here was a time in the history of 
higher education," 
said 
Frof. 
Cajori, 
‘when very little was done for young 
women. This condition doe« not apply to 
Colorado college. In this institution they 
enjoy exceptional facilities. The erection 
of Montgomery hall and Ticknor hall, the 
renting of South hall and East hall, the 
founding of several important scholarships 
for girls, the adoption of a conservative 
and wise policy in governing’ their life, 
have made Colorado college a very de­ 
sirable institution for the higher education 
of young women. 
Uut strenuous effo rts 
have been and are now being put forth 
to advance the Interest of young men. A 
teacher who is in close touch with boys 
knows (hat there is among them a great 
desire for an education in the line of en­ 
gineering. Over half the boys passing from 
the high schools to the higher Institutions 
seek at once a technical education. Xo 
strtp could bi: takwi í,¡ Cuiurado coilego 
which would meet the demands of our boys 
In the same degree as the establishment 
of an efficient engineering department. 


"No institution fulfills its mission unless 
it answers the needs of the tim«1. Much 
Is lost and nothing is gained by the failure 
to recognize that this is an industrial age. 
Thoughtful people proclaim their belief in 
tho old-fashioned college course with its 
emphasis upon the humanities. It Is well 
that this should be eo, for what does the 
west need more than tho culture element 
derived from the study of classic», history, 
philosophy and art. But besides this the 
west stands in need of an education which 
will further its 
industrial development. 
Thus, the function of higher education is 
two-fold. The old-fashioned college course 
only meets half the demand. 
i 
"1 fear that our magnificent new science 
building will not fully accomplish what 
tho generous donors of It hope it will ac­ 
complish, if Colorado college confines her 
scientific 
instruction 
to 
pure 
science. 
Western sentiment of the present day 
is so constituted that few students (ex­ 
cept those who fit themselves to teach 
science) care to enter in upon a prolonged 
study of pure science, unless It be the 
basis of some practical utilitarian value. 
This mental attitude may not be In ac­ 
cord with the ideals of other places of 
former times, but, as educators, we must 
study the situation as It is. As a matter 
of fact, western sentiment is not alto­ 
gether wrong. As between the engineer­ 
ing graduate and the classical graduate, 
the former is looked upon as having per- 
sued a stiffer and exacting course and as 
being, on the wholo, better equipped for 
the struggle of existence and for a life 
of useful service. 
Be that as it may, 
it must be remembered that we are living 
in a new age, one which is as certain to 
make new standards for itself as did the 
ancient and mediaeval aes. 
If we, as 
educators, deatre to succeed, %ve are in 
duty bound to lay aside schemes which 
do not fit into the present order of things 
and to adjust our plans to the solution of 
the educational problem as 
it 
actually 
presents itself. 


"The west has her own distinct prob­ 
lems to solve. 


"There are no good reasons for believing 
that science has said her last word on 
the best way of mining the precious met­ 
als or of manufacturing iron, steel and 
lead. 


"The all-important problem of irrigation 
is now for the first time to be taken up on 
a really large 
scale. Mr. Thomas F. 
Walsh, tho honored president of the Na­ 
tional Irrigation association, truly said, 
‘there is no question before the ‘American 
people the successful solution of whloh 
promises greater rewards and Is laden 
with such momentous bearing upon the 
present and future of our country, as the 
reclamation of our arid lands by Irri­ 
gation.’ Shall Colorado college contribute 
her share toward the training of engineers 
who are to carry out these gigantic enter­ 
prises? 


•‘Colorado college Is admirably located 
for an engineering school. 
Within easy 
reach we have the Portland mill, as well 
as a large chlorination plant and a plant 
using the bromination treatment. 
These 
can be reached by the student without 
much expenditure of money and time. Stu­ 
dents from a distance Incur considerable 
expense In order to visit theee establish­ 
ments. 
Again, Cripple Creek with its 
world-famous mines, can be reached In a 
few hours. Pueblo, with Its manufactures 
of iron, steel and lead ¡J near a t hand. In 
the Short Line, the Pike’s Peak Cog road 
and the Midland railroad, the student sees 
interesting examples of railroad engineer­ 
ing.“Experts connected with these enter­ 
prises can, undoubtedly, be secured to 
give occasional lectures at Colorado col­ 
lege in their own specialty. During vaca­ 
tion students might be able to find employ­ 
ment with some one of the companies 
and thereby acquire a practical knowledge 
which can be attained ir. no other way.

"That the expenses will be greatly in­ 
creased by tho organization of a technical 


other words, about a quarter of a million 
of dollars will have to be secured within 
the next three years to start the new 
school upon a sound baeis. 


“To watch th» growth of such a school 
will be a genuine pleasure. The good it 
will accomplish during tho centuries to 
come can be measured only by the grati­ 
tude of thousands of students who will 
fit themselves In It, to assist in the .solu­ 
tion of the engineering problems connected 
with the development of thife great western 
country. 


“May tho future generations of Colorada

"I have given these people every op­ 
portunity to pay their delinquent per­ 
sonal taxes: I have gone much further 
than the law says the treasurer shall 
go: now I am taking steps to force 
paym ent,” said County T reasurer C. A. 
Pollen yesterday, speaking of the large 
num ber of distraint w arrants 
which 
he is daily placing in the hands of 
Sheriff Gilbert. 


"The books are being gone over very 
carefully,” he continued. “F or every 
dollar th a t is owing the county for 
taxes of this nature distraint w arrants 
will be Issued. The only unusual thing 
about the proceeding this yeap, is the 
m anner in which the w arrants are be­ 
ing served. Heretofore the force in ray 
office has been too small to attend to 
the m atter so I decided to tu rn the 
w arrants over to the sheriff, who will 
make the levies and the sales. I have 
sent notices time and again to some 
of the parties but they have paid no 
attention to them and in num erous in­ 
stances the taxes extend over several 
years. Under these w arrants it is pos­ 
sible to levy on alm ost any property of 
a personal nature th a t the delinquent 
has. 
The am ounts in m any instances 
are very small and the paym ents could 
easily be kept up if the m atter was 
not neglected. 


"There have been about 200 d istraint 
w arrants issued by me so far and alto­

Oliver Bainbridge, M. A., Oxford, and 
he says It with an accent th at leaves 
no doubt as to his nationality. B ut he 
does not look the p art he claims to pos­ 
sess. 
He is a bright looking young 
m an of 30 years and he talks like the 
scholar and keen observer of men and 
things th a t he is. 


Bainbridge reached here 
yesterday, 
coming from Pueblo. Six years ago he 
started on a tram p around the world, 
and he Is now nearing the close of his 
project. 
He is on his way east, and 
after rem aining here for a short time 
will go to Denver and then start across 
country for K ansas City. 
Rainbridge 
does m ost of his traveling on foot, not 
because he has to, but because he says 
he likes it. 
W hen he started out he 
determ ined to see the country in a new 
way and he chose the tram p method. 
H e Is highly satisfied w ith the results. 


In his travels B ainbridge has been all 
over the civilized globe, and in m any 
places not civilized. He has been ship­ 
wrecked, wounded tw o or three tim es 
and has m et w ith m any other strange 
adventures w hich will all be related in 
the book he proposes to write. He also 
h as an enormous collection of photos, 
taken in every conceivable place on 
this m undane sphere, and his fund of 
Inform ation about the people and the 
countries he has visited Is literally In­ 
exhaustible.

A fourth correction is theoretically nec­ 
essary—for the translatory motion of 
the solar system through space; but 
this last is one of the unknown qu an ti­ 
ties of the problem, and Its determ ina­

error, is an achievem ent for which mod­ 
ern astronom y has largely to thank the 
application of the Doppler

act methods, earlier applied. 


Beside this application, the lecturer 
explained the usefulness of the Doppler 
principle in the m easurem ent of the ro­ 
tation of the sun, the dimensions of the 
solar system , the rotation of the planets, 
the constitution of S aturn's rings, and 
the discovery of two classes of "spectro­ 
scopic binaries,” including the explana­ 
tion of the variation in brightness of 
stars of the “Algol type.” A discussion 
followed, in which Professors Cajori, 
Hill and Loud took part.

SBNATOB TELLER THINKS 
COMPLICATIONS POSSIBLE. 


Iri an InterView'^U'en out In an after- 


noon paper Senator Teller refers to the 
Venezuelan dispute as likely to lead to 
further complications. Heisays: . 
"The troubles might be settled by ar- 


bitration, but I fear they are only In 
theif inception. To begin, with, it is 
very likely that German and English 
subjects in Venezuela have sustained 
losses through constant revolutions, and 
those countries had a right to ask for 
damages, aye, even collect them, but 
they must do It according to Interna- 
tional law. 
"England and Germany very properly 


made demands for damages, and when 
they were refused they properly seized 
a number of Venezuelan ships. These 
actions were In accordance with the 
law of nations, but when the two Euro- 
pean powers began sinking the ships 
and blockading Venezuelan ports they 
virtually declared war. 
"Under the international 
code 
the 


proper method for England and Ger- 
many to collect the damages would 
have been to seize a custom house at 
any port and collect revenues on ar- 
ticles going Into the country under the 
laws of that country, and appropriate 
the money. 
"Now that President Roosevelt has 
been asked to act as arbiter, Italy, 
France, Belgium and Spain have put In 
claims, which are probably also well 
founded. When the matter has been 
arbitrated there promises to be further 
trouble, for it ia utterly impossible for 
Venezuela to pay her debts. A war of 
England and Germany agnlnst Vene- 
zuela may be the result. Of course the 
South American republics will side 
with their sister republics, so there is a 
possibility of complications into which 
the United States may be drawn."

; Hill Takes no Stock in the Story That a

In regard to a story appearing in a 


Denver paper of Sunday as a special

"We have made special arrangements for 
running down such 'games,' us eock- 
flghters call it, and I think that we 
•will have no' difficulty In apprehend- 
ing the offenders If the fight did take 
place."

sanguine expectations und retail dealers 
in all staple lines of merchandise are 
well maintained with the better grade 
of goods In brisk demand. Wholesome 
conditions prevail In most sections of 
the country although In parts of the 
southwest the season has fallen behind 
the average. Even in these cases re- 
ports are encouraging for the future. 
Industrial plants are well employed, or- 
ders running fur into the future and 
labor controversies are rare. The only 
adverse feature of the situation Is the 
fact that supplies of fuel are utterly 
inadequate both for household and man- 
ufacturing Uses, snow Increasing the 
delay of deliveries. Railway earnings 
thus far reported for December exceed 
last year's by 4.2 per cent, and those of 
1900 
by 10.4. 


Two events of Importance have oc 


curred in relation to the leading munu 
facturlng industry. The United States 
Steel corporation has greatly extended 
its scope by absorbing many outside 
plants and certain desirable railway 
connections. The other was the an- 
nouncement of advanced freight rates 
to take effect January 1. showing an 
average increase of a'.-out 10 per cent, 
on products of iron and steel. Other- 
wise the situation Is unchanged, the 
largest producer having over 5,280,000 
tons of unfilled orders on Its books and 
work Is being pushed HB rapidly 
as 


supplies of fuel and material' will •pe'r'- 
rhit. Supplies of coke do n'bV Increase 
and many furnaces are Idle. Contracts 
for bridge .work und track elevation fire 
freely offered by the railroads und ac- 
cepted only on condition that 'the ex- 
act date of delivery shall not be speci- 
fied. Despite the fact .that' nail mills 
arc sold close up to the end of next 
year new business is offered and refused 
and buyers are compelled to go abroad. 


Further deterioration in quality of 
hides has again produced a lower range 
of quotations in western markets and 
heavier receipts of cattle add to tho 
depression. 


In the woolen goods market there Is 


a fair volume of orders in many cases 
exceeding available offerings. Worsted 
and yarns are also firm, while a few 
grades of raw wool secured another ad- 
vance. Heavy arrivals of silk have not 
weakened the tone.

BRITISH SLOOP OF WAR 


IS HOPELESSLY AGROUND. 
By Associated Press. 


Port of Spain, Dec. 20.—The British 


sloop of war Funtomc, which was sent 
to command the entrance to the Orl- 
loco, is hard aground near Barranvur, 
on the left bank of the river, and 120 
miles southwest of Trinidad. 


The Fantome left this port December 


i to command the Orinoco and open it 
:o foreign vessels, in spite of President 
Castro's proclaimed blockade. No news 
since was received o£ her until the ad- 
vices here today of her stranding. As- 
sistance has been rendered her, but up 
o the present time it has. not been pos- 
sible, to flout her. Steamers will leave 
this afternoon with further assistance, 
and if this falls, the Fantome will re- 
main aground for some months, as the 
Orinoco river IK falling fast. 


IN SLAVERY DAYS. 


Times in Aiding and Pursu- 
ing Bunaways in Philadelphia. 


AH through the ante-bellum decade 


southern search officers and profession- 
al negro hunters were to be seen in 
Philadelphia. The abounding pathos of 
the struggles toward freedom was quite 
often relieved by the ludicrous. As the 
blood of the martyrs is the seed of th£ 
!hureh, so the bloody capture of fugl- 
ice slaves at Christiana, 'In Lancaster 
county, Pennsylvania, in 1851, gave the 
greatest stimulus to the development 
of the "underground railroad." As the 
ilaveholders ostentatiously .viewed their 
slaves as chattels, so, too, there was a 
palpable Irony In shipping some of them 
o the north in closely bound packages, 
Ike so much merchandise. Several nc- 
Ii'oes thus escaped from slavery were 
aken from their portable prisons in this 
city and expedited by various means 
and ways to Canada. It became a CUB- 
om for them to assume, as an addition, 
al surname, the word "Box," In mem- 
ory of Ihelr experience.

There was the wildest confusion, and 
the excitement was beyond description. 
The police charged the mob again und 
again, and finally drove it off, arrest- 
Ing 10 of those composing It.—{Philadel- 
phia Public Ledger.

est secrecy Marconi announces that 
he has solved the problem. of wireless 
transoceanic communication and has 
successfully transmitted .wireless mes- 
sages from the shores of Canada to the 
coatt of England. The formal an- 
nouicement of this achievement was 
made by the Inventor himself tpday 
when he stated that wireless messages 
had been successfully transmitted and 
forwarded from the governor general 
of Canada to King Edward VII. of 
Great Britain and to the king of Italy.

per Canada college, trustee of Rhodes' 
scholarships, was present when one of 
the successful tests was made.

Early In that 
year Marconi visited New FoundlancI 
and from Signal Hill, commenced ex^

Thoughtful 'people proclaim their belief in 
tho old-fashioned college course with Its 
emphaels Upon tho humanities. It is well 
that thls.should bo so, for what does the 
west need more than tho culture element 
derived from the study of classic*, history, 
philosophy and art. But besides this the 
west stands in need of an education which 
will further its Industrial development. 
Thus, the function of higher education Is 
two-fold. The old-fashioned college course 
only meets half the. demand.

"I fear that our magnificent new science 


building will not fully accomplish, what 
tho generous donors of It hops It will ac- 
com'plisli, If Colorado college confines her 
scientific 
Instruction to pure science. 


Western sentiment of the present day 
Is so constituted that few students (ex- 
cept those who fit themselves to teach 
science) care to enter In upon a prolonged 
study .of pure science, unless It be the 
basis of some practical utilitarian value. 
This mental attitude may not be in ac- 
cord with the Ideals of other places of 
former times,-but,' as "educators, we muut 
study tlie situation as It is. As a matter 
of fact, western sentiment Is not alto- 
gether wrong'. As between the engineer- 
ing graduate and the classical graduate, 
the former Is looked upon as having per- 
sued a stiffer and exacting course and as 
being, on the whole, better equipped for 
the struggle of existence and for a life 
of useful service. Be that as it may, 
It must be remembered that we are living 
In a now age, one which is as certain to 
make now standards for Itself as did tho 
ancient and mediaeval aes. If we, as 
educators, desire to succeed, wo arc In 
duty bound to lay aside schemes which 
do not fit Into the present order ot things 
and to adjust our plans to tho solution of 
the educational problem as It actually 
presents Itself.

As a matter of fact 'the normal con- 


dition of trade is more than excellent. 
Profit Is the gratifying result of all well 
conducted business 
operations, 
but 


singularly enough it does not impress 
the general community. 
The small 


investor believes, and rightly believes, 
that there are few industries that are 
not over capitalized, that is to say, 
there are few industrial corporations 
which have not cashed, in their capi- 
talization, all possible future values. 
Not desiring to see all futures antici- 
pated they do not crowd the stock 
market as buyers. 


Whatever form misfortune may visit 


the country, it will issue from "Finan- 
ciering" and "Trade" conditions. Like 
all balloons there comes a time when 
hot air must escape.

fact that certain Connecticut and wes- 
tern Massachussets banks that had 
farm mortgages went to the wall. Cer- 
tain insurance companies unable to 
collect interest on farm mortgages an- 
nually renewed the mortgages includ- 
ing therein the unpaid interest. East- 
ern, industries were working on three- 
quarter or half time.'

manufactories even then having cur- 
tailed their capacity by one-half. The 
labor market was filled to "overflowing.

Savings Banks' Earnings. 
Is the old-fashioned savings bank, for 
long years back the most popular de- 
pository of the masses of the people 
and, 
on the whole one of the safest and 


most profitable forms of investment, 
getting now to be "a back number? 
What with the trust company, the title 
and guaranty company, the mortgage 
company, the realty company, annuity 
insurance,-- insurance 
cornpany bonds 
and "savings departments In the big 
stores can the regular savings banks 
still keep in the front of the financial- 
procession, or must they -perforce fall 
into the rear? 


For a long period they had little or 
no competition either here in NewiTork 
state or in any of the-others. Time 
was, to be sure, when almost every vil- 
lage and rural community throughout 
the country had. one or more "fore- 
handed" and thrifty Individuals who 
loaned out money on mortgage. Most 
men in middle life can easily call up 
the picture of the type—generally an 
elderly wizen-faced man 
who drove 


about in a two-wheeled,chaise collect- 
ing his interest, and whom" even the 
children and the dogs seemed instinct- 
ively to shun. He was a sort of per- 
ambulating bank among borrowers, and 
the cost of operating hlB business was 
so slight, so near to nothing at all, 
that-he must have appreciably affected 
the business of savings banks of his 
day; but his race has become practi- 
cally extinct. 


The new forms of competition are 


many and varied. In not a;-.few of the 
larger cities of the country competition 
for the purchase of real estate mort- 
gages has become so spirited and con- 
stant, and the latter-day organizations 
have generally in this such a distinct 
advantage over the savings banks, that 
the latter's business and incomes are 
being measurably reduced. The restric- 
tions thrown around 'them In 
most 
states by law, especially In the close 
limitations on their investments, make 
it difficult for the savings banks to 
maintain their rates of interest that 
their depositors had learned to expect; 
and the necessary reductions In these 
rates are constantly causing depositors 
to look elsewhere for better returns on 
their money.1 In .this connection It Is 
reported that.those New Yorkjclty sav- 
ings banks hereabout' can;majimge to 
earn much more than, that rate on 
their own loans and Investments. 


Obviously, the lattei-day Institutions 


should nave moie restrictions thrown 
aiound their permissible Investments or 
else the savings banks ahoujd be given 
more latitude-In that direction, if the 
latter are-to llye and-hold< their own 
in the particular field of finance; that 
they now occupy.
